The companies indicted are those 


which do business in Danville, the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
spy. the Red "C" Oil Company, the 
Texas Company and t,he Bulf Refln ng 
company. 
The presentments were 


brought in late yesterday evening af- 
ter the grand Jury had spent virtually 
all of the afternoon interrogating wit- 
nesses, chiefly tha local managers of 
the concerns. In no instance is tne 
indictment brought against the local 
airents but tha companies themselves 
are named. 
The managers will be 
commonwealth witnesses against tne 
corporations when the cases come to 
trial- Seven persons 'n all were ques- 
tioned yesterday. E. £. Taylor W. C. 
Hilderman. R. E. Bauman. J. I* Rey- 
nolds. F. T. Orogan, H. E. Newman 
and Slade F. Cobb. 
Tha four com- 


panies are indicted in one present- 
ment but on three counts these elaO- 
oratine the main charge that they 
did "unlawfully combine and conspire 
to restrict the sale of gasoline in tha 
city of Danville." 
The commonwealths attorney said 


today that as a precaut'on he would 
nave process served not only on tne 
local agent* but on the 
statutory 
a'gent* in-Virginia of the four fore.gn 
corporations.

A legal battle of some proportions 
is in view as result of the charge* 
leveled against the companies, an! 
it is quite probable that the whole 
State of Virginia w'll watch the out- 
come of the trial with interest, for 
the indictments are returned under 
the State anti-trust law and the -eaiw 
will largely determine whether the 
teeth placet in the law by the Gen 
eral Assembly of '919 serve the pur 
pose for which they are intended 
From the oi! companies' standpoin 
the outcome of the case will be of.
